OLD TESTAMENT EXEGESIS, 
SERMON BY THE ‘REV HB. COPLEY 
! MOYLE. 

In St, John’s Cuthedral on ‘Suaday 
morning, the Rev.” H. Copley Moyle 
Preacher: from the textr— ’ 

“Whereas thou hast been forsaken and 
hated, so that no min ‘went, threugh «thee, 
Twill ‘make thee an eternal oxcellency,”’—

a He said:—One sometimes hears of peo- 
ple who think that we have toovmach of 
the Ou Testament read in our Churches,: 
Such an objection is generally made by 
People wha have learned nene of the 
views of the Old -Testument which have 
come to be dominant * amongst. ible 
‘sttidenty in the lust fifty years. They have 
only the ideas of seriptural interpreta- 
tion, which their forefathers had, and aa 
they mer. that. those viewr aire incom. 
‘patible with some medern cliscoverien they 
have load alk interest fn the Old (Testa: 
They think. that the story of Cren- 
tion and the Fath is to be taken literally 
and becuse they cannot’ believe these

stories to ‘be historically true. they’ give 
up the Christian religion, ‘But the only 
thing which the Christian, celigicn - re- 
quires you to. believe about Creation is 
thay it is the work of God. E believe 
in God the Father, Maker of Heaven and 
Earth." How or when the world was 
mady ig net told us by Christianity. 
There has been’ accumulating during the 
‘Tnat half century a vast store of" know- 
ledge ubout the Bible andthe peoples 
and customs mentioned in the Bible, 
which ‘wag wholly unknown to our fore- 
fathers.» ‘Tho. Bible used to. be the only 
source of informaticn about the people 
nnd ‘times of the Old Testament, und 
English people had come to interpret ib 
as if*it Were an English book. We have 
now learned so much of the history and 
social ccnditiona of .many of the ‘people 
mentioned id the Bible that we have’ reenst 
our views ‘of the Bible. , We have learned 
for example that the early Jewish belief 
in Jehovah asthe God of [srael was very 
similar to the views held by other Semitic 
people; about their'Gods, and that poder 
the influence of the préphets higher and 
tore, spiritual ideas pf’ God .gradually 
beennfe dominant amongst the Jews, Wo 
know now that the ceremonial side of 
Jewish religion was.in maty péints like 
‘that of the religions cf other peoples, such 
itubionn.as aserifices acd purifications: 
and » priesthood and’ many other rites’ 
and, usages mentioned in the Old Testa- 
went ar: tobe found in other religions. 
Compare the ideas’ underlying this in- 
scription found on a atone dating from 
the time of Omri with the Jewish ideas 
of Jehoy.h. “nm Mesha King of Moab; 
I made this high place to Chemoah “be- 
cause he had helped me against all thas 
‘attacked me, and hag caused me to sve 
my, desire upon. all my cnemiss. Omri 
King of Israel oppressed Moab long be- 
caus Chemesh wag angry. . And the King 
of, tsruel had built Atarcth attacked the 
town and took and exterminated all the 
met of ‘the town, 2 pleasing. spectacle to 
G hetnosh, and others. ‘dragged before tho

Genesis and the book cf Jonah.) We-have |’ 


learned that carly Jewish writers had 
very different-ideas about writicg books 
fo our ideas, they wculd not hesitate to 
Incorporate in their books long exiracta 
from’ other writers, and often without 
any mention that they were’ quoting. 
Another chacge which ig characteristic of 
modern views of the. Bib'e as compared 
with ‘those of fifty years ago, is that we 
are Jess inclined to explain an oceurrenco 
as miraculous than people used to be. The 
old idea of making religicn'a matter of 
continuous miracio hed the effect of mak- 
Ling the, people and times of the Old 
Testament seem rather artificial and un- 
real, and unrolated to modern life. 1% 
ig a very’ great blessing to have gaine 
the greater sense of reality ‘which the 
modern study of the Old Testament brings 
with it. “There was a tendency of the old 
commentators .to make the, men and 
women -of the Old Testament appear 
tather like puppeta pulled by strings than 
‘ag real living men and women; and ono 
Telt_ too often on reading the Bible that 
God doca net work in that way sow. 
The modern view shows us how God has 
been, gradually revealing Himself to man- 
kind and it mnkes ug. realise how. the 
one purpose of God was working through- 
out the Ages, not only amongst the Jowa, 
‘though chiefly amongst them,’ but siso 
amongstall nations. The old view: tended 
to make men_ think: that: God«had_onaly. 
cared for the Jews and Jeft all: other. 
portions to their’ own igncrance, we se 
now ‘that He was spesking to. other | 
nations ‘aa well! The Jewish religion was 
‘not peculiar and unique but was ‘ono 
among many similar “roligiona and’ it, 
er-itg-high—lofty-and-spiritaal tone
